The Chinese-Japanese ni 
osition on the Indo-China 
border is the subject of a lengthy 
leading article in (his morning's of- 
‘cial "Central News.”

“Beautiful Suo" is not the clty it 
used to be. ‘The atmosphere, though 
‘calm and peaceful on the surface, 1s 
[far'from the free and easy _atmo- 
sphere of pre-war days. The popula- 
tion of the elty is almost os large as 
in normal umes despite the general 
Uurn-over of war years, Many of 
the older, wealthier families are still 
in’ Shanghai or in the south west ; 
‘but many new families have moved 
in from surrounding distriets to the 
‘quietness of Soochow proper. 

Tt Is amazing just how much con- 
structive work is being carried on 
fn the eity under the auspices of the 
‘various church missions, ‘The amount 
‘of Feliet work is greatly Increased 
By ‘the grants from the Advisory 
‘Committee of the American Red 
Gross. ‘The funds received through 
this Committee are for the most 
part being divided between two 
uses: namely: (1) ‘medical relief for

ing Soochow poor; and (2) welfare 
schools. 

‘Under the medical relief there is 
being started an anti-tuberculoals 
drive which Is now only in its be- 
ginning stage. This drive is being 
started in order to get the upper 
hand of the many many cases, of 
tuberculosis brought on by malnutrl- 
tion and (There is

‘There are five medical clinics in 
operation, with Chinese and foreign 
staffs, “During the frst six months of 
‘operation these clinics treated 44,583 
patients, The efying need now’ is 
for another full-time Chinese doctor. 


Caring for Children 


‘The welfare Schools were begun 
with the idea of taking children 
from eight to fourteon and providing, 
fone meal a day for them, as well 
fs setting simple study courses. ‘The 
funds through the American Advisory 
Committee have been given for three 
months at a time, making possible 
the free meal each day." Last. year 
the schools took care of 600 children, 
‘This year—though the donation has 
‘been inereased—the number of child. 
ren has had to be reduced from 600 
to $00 because of the increase in the 
price of rice. These schools aim at 
building up the health of the child- 
yen and then preparing them for 
self-support as early as possible, 

Girls are taught to embroider and 
do other kinds of hand work, and 
the boys (with hopes of placing them 
‘a5 apprentices) are taught to use the 
‘abacus and to become familiar with 
various trades like earpentery and 
leather-work. ‘The children do. thelr 
‘own cleaning at the schools and keep 
thelr rooms-and grounds neat. They 
sing and study, rest and play, and 
receive religious instruction sultable 
to their years. Such schools are now 
‘operating in seven places in the elty, 
funetioning with the promise of help 
($5 per child per month) for the next 
three" months.

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GERMANY’S AIR FAILURE 
Oct, 2. 


When it is officially announced that Ger~ 
amany lost 222 acroplanes in her attacks on 
Britain last week, and no fewer than 2,000 
during the two months during which the 
Blitzkriea has been raging, it neods to be 
remembered that these are minimum figures. 
‘They represent the casualties inflicted upon 
the enemy which have been capable of the 
closest checking, and naturally do not include 
those machines which for one reason or 
‘another have come to their end as a result of 
British «ction, but outside the scope of British 
observation, "It is interesting to note that 
on July 24 the aeronautical correspondent of 
“The Times,” a most conservative observer, 
estimated that since the beginning of the 
war Germany had lost between 4.000 and 
5,000 machines at least, so that including the 
Known casuatties of the last two months the 
total must now be between 6,000 and 7,000 
aeroplanes of all classes. ‘The same cor~ 
respondent also expresses the opinion, which 
is probably correet, that despite these losses. 
the enemy's alreraft resourees are practically 
‘unimpaired. 

When it comes to assessing the loss of 
personnel an estimate of two-and-a-half 
persons as the average per machine has been 
‘accepted as accurate, which means thet the 
Germans have lost between 15,000 and 
17,000 trained aviators in all branches, and, 
us’ aeroplanes can be completed far quicker 
than airmen can be trained, it is in this 
connection that the enemy losses have been 
80 particularly heavy. It was announced 
that the Germans possessed large numbers of 
trained men at the commencement of the 
war, but experience has shown that they had 
not ‘been trained so efficiently as have been 
the British, and that added to the general 
superiority’ of the British machines over the 
German was the fact that the men fighting 
them were vastly better than their opposite 
numbers. It is to those two main factors 
that British succoss in fighting off the raiders: 
ls to be attributed, and the fact that the 
German Luftwaffe has during these past two 
months sustained the first major rebufT since 
it crushed Poland. 

‘The air action against Britain hax up to 
the present presented two aspects. Di 
August the German  sirforee coneents 
upon British aerodromes in an endeavour to 
smash RAP, fighter opposition, ‘Though the 
Germans fancied they had accomplished this, 
the fact is that they did not, as is proved by 
the swiftness with which’ British fighte 
squadrons can take the air and beat off the 
raiders. In the belief that they had succeed 
ed, however, they commenced the bombing 
‘of London on September 7, first, of military 
objectives, and later indiscriminately in the 
hope of produeing that degree of disoryaniza- 
tion necessary to the successful carrying out 
oy thei next step in the plan for the invasion 
of Britain. ‘Testing out their belief last week 
with another mass daylight attack, for the 
third time th two months their large forma- 
tions suffered another major defeat. They 
have not succeeded in securing control of 
the air over Britain. Indeed it may almost 
with justice be said that at no time have 
ye ‘general

THE LATEST APPEAL 
Oct. 2. 

‘The appeal issued by the War Efforts Sub- 
Committee of the B.R.A. for Britons to dis- 
ose of their old jewellery, old gold, platinum 
or silver articles in order to swell the 
Woluntary War Contribution Fund is one 
which is worthy of support. It has received 
‘an excellent start by the gift of a gold watch 
‘and chain to the value of $1,000. ‘The aim of 
the movement should be clear to all. ‘There 
is hardly a British man or woman in Shang- 
hai, or for that matter throughout China, 
who has not in his or her possession articles 
‘of jewellery for which they have no fur- 
ther use. Either because of changing 
fashions, or damage. they have been discard- 
ed, and for the greater part merely serve 
to clutter up a woman's jewel box, or a man's 
dressing table drawer. Much of it, especially 
when damaged, has comparatively little 
separate value, but when all these oddments 
‘are brought together in the mass they very 
often represent considerable sums. How] 
‘often do men lose a cuff-link? At a safe 
guess there are very few who are not) 
possessed of a single link without the mate, 
‘or a number of them. Their gold content 
may not be great, but if hundreds of odd 
links are accumulated their value may be 
very considerable. 

A single earring is not of much use or! 
value by itself, but the stone in it and the 
metal of which it is fashioned can help to, 
‘swell the collection. There are undoubtedly 
hundreds of brooches, preserved perhaps for 
sentimental reasons, but never used because 
the modes have changed. They may repay, 
remaking, but that Fequires the expenditure 
of money which should be going to the war 
funds, and the proper thing to do in the 
circumstances is to send those odd picees of 
Jewellery to the places where it will do most 
‘good, namely to Messrs. Alexander Clark & 
Co,, Lid, or Messrs, Boyes, Bassett Ltd., 
people who will best know its value and. 
how to dispose of it to the greatest benefit 
of the fund. It needs to be emphasized that 
what is being asked for is not the sacrifice | 
of jewellery in actual use, but all that which 
never sces the light of day from year to 
year, and which has accumulated simply be~ 
‘cause the owner has had no method of getting 
rid of it, short of consigning it to the dustbin. 

‘Then there is the question of silver, much of| 
which is rarely used and can be comfortably 
dispensed with. In the matter of collecting 
a lot of comparatively useless impedimenta 
the average human is very much like the| 
magpie, and if most people sat down for 
fone moment and considered how much of] 
what they possess could be disposed of with- 
‘out the slightest inconvenience they would 
be surprised at what they could do without. 
‘Take for example the question of cigarette 
cases. Few men are without more than they 
nettially need, and lying about unused serve 
no real purpose. ‘They also could be got rid 
of without any substantial loss whatever, for 
‘obviously if a man has not used a particular 
ease for a yee 0 it is by no means a 
necessary but merely a superfluity. ‘These 
are the things which the War Efforts Sub- 
Committee of the BRA. ask Britons to con~ 
tribute to the Voluntary War Contribution 
Fund, and it is hoped and believed that their 
‘appeal will not go unheeded. 

‘The success of the Voluntary War Con- 
tribution Fund, which has now been demon- 
strated over more than two months, should 
not be permitted to induce a spirit of com- 
placency. Britons in China have done ex- 
cellently, but as new methods of assisting 
the British Government in the purchase of 
aeroplanes are devised it is hoped that they: 
will receive just as enthusiastic support as.

WORTH CONSIDERING 
Oct. 3. 

‘Mr. Roy Howard, head of the Scripps- 
Howard chain of newspapers, and a publicist 
who has a penchant for travelling extensively. 
‘and finding out faets for himself, has advanced 
a suggestion in connection with American 
Japanese tension which is worthy “of con- 
sideration in the United States. He advances 
the proposition that a committee of 
Americans, with some understanding of, 
and respect for Oriental psychology, should 
survey and report to Congress and the Pre~ 
sident on the broad fundamental aspects of 
the entire Far Eastern situation. His argu~ 
ment in favour of such a proposal is that 
such a commission would give an opportunity 
for the dissipation of heat and the substitu 
tion of reason and argument in the place of 
threats and reprisals. Should Japan find the 
appointment of such a commission an agree- 
able development, Mr. Howard continues to 
argue, mounting American-Japanese tension 
in the Far East might be eased temporarily. 
‘The move, he further contended, would be a 
step towards the restoration of world sanity, 
while he also advanced the opinion that the 
present antagonism between America and 
Japan could be dispelled with comparative 
‘Whether he is correct in this last may be! 
open to considerable doubt, for there is a 
very large number of questions outstanding 
between the two countries, failure to deal 
with which has contributed greatly to the 
Present unfortunate situation, while on the 
other hand the declared ambitions of Japan, 
and the American determination to protect 
United States’ interests in this part of the 
world are so much at variance that it is 
dificult to sce how a reconciliation between | 
them could be effected without one or other 
of the two nations receding from their 
present positions, That is the outstanding 
feature of the situation, and one which has 
to be recognized as the dominating factor, 
the one chiefly responsible for much of what 
has led up to the existing state of affairs. 

No one in his senses, would desire to sce’ 
the European conflict extended to this part of 
the world if it can possibly be avoided, Mr. 
Howard undoubtedly desires that a delibera~ 
tive body should be appointed to ascertain. 
whether things have gone so far that they 
cannot now be remedied, and the suggestion 
he puts forward indicates that in his mind 
the is not yet convinced that that is the case. 
‘There are many others of his way of think~ 
ing, men who believe that, even at this Iate 
hour, it may be possible to reconeile the 
differences between the two countries. Some 
such step as that which Mr. Howard suggests 
offers the possibility of discovering whether 
or not this view is correct. ‘That can never 
be found out unless something is done to 
diminish the present increasing rapid progress | 
towards war and a time given for quieter’ 
reflection than is possible at present. 

A great deal of the success of the scheme 
would depend upon the attitude which the 
Japanese Government adopted towards it. 
It is not suggested that there should be a 
Joint commission consisting of represcntatives. 
‘of both countries, but that an American com~ 
mission should make a unilateral investiga~ 
tion. Probably if the moderates were in 
power in Japan there might be a tendency 
to await the deliberations of a commission 
if it were appointed, but the danger is that 
the military extremists would prefer to force 
the pace as they have been doing since the 
formation of the Konoye Government. That 
is no reason why Mr. Howard's scheme 
should not be tried out. If it had no other 
effect than of showing to the world the 
United States’ reasonableness in the matter, 
that in itself would be, of distinct advantage, 
while, of course, pending the issuance of the 
commission's report Washington would still 
be as free as ever to reach its own decision’. 
In fine there is everything to be said in’ 
favour of adopting the suggestion, and noth- 
ing to be said against it, for it can certainly: 
do no harm, and might, no matter how 
doubtful it appears at the moment, be produc- 

of good. No effort should be spared to 
ensure that the madness of war shall not 
be allowed to spread to the Far East.

But he has consistently 
refused to cooperate in any way with his| 
conquerors, despite all kinds of political and 
personal pressure which have been brought 
to bear upon him, including promises of 
a fiture free Belgium, when the Hitler 
vietory is assured, with’ suitable compensa- 
tion in the north ‘of France for the coastal 
strip which it is intended to form into a 
German provinee. 

‘As the correspondent referred to says “So 
far the trump card has refused to be played, 
‘and as long as he continues to refuse German 
plans for Belgium are doomed to failu 
King Leopold's actions subsequent to the 
collapse of his resistance have therefore, been 
completely correct, His refusal to have any- 
thing to do with furthering German inten- 
tons, or {0 assist them in any way complete- 
ly frees him of any of the charges which 
were originally made that he had in fact 
“sold out” to the enemy. In Belgium, as in 
Holland, the national will to regain freedom 
is very much alive, and it is strengthened.

AN HISTORIC PARALLEL 
Oct. 8. 


‘There was a time in the Napoleonic cam- 
paigns when there was a general demand 
‘supported by Fox for the opening of negotia~ 
tions with Napolcon Buonaparte. It was 
opposed by William Pitt, the younger, in a 
speech which has been preserved and might 
with but a few changes be a suitable vehicle 
in which to convey a British refusal to dis- 
cuss peace with the Axis Powers should such 
a fecler result from the Brenner Pass con- 
ference. Pitt in his lengthy address, which 
reads nowadays so inspiringly, outlined the 
aggressions of Buonaparte and wound up that 
seetion of his speech as follows:— 

“Look, then, at the fate of Switzerland, at 
the circumstances which led to its destruction 
‘Add this instance to the catalogue of ageres 
sion against all Europe, and then tell me whe- 
ther the system I have described has not been 
prosecuted with en unrelenting spirit, which 
cannot be subdued in advers 
be appeased in. prosperity, which neither 
solemn’ professions, nor the’ general law of 
nations, nor the obligation of treatics (whe- 
ther previous to the Revolution or subsequent 
to it) could restrain from the subversion of 
every state into which either by force or 
fraud, their arms could penetrate. Then tell 
me whether the disasters of Curope are to be 
charged upon the provocation of this country 
‘and its allies, or on the inherent principle of 
the French Revolution, of whieh the natural 
result produced so much misery and carnage 

Franee, and carried desolation’and terror 

‘over so large a portion of the world.” 
It only requires a few changes of names in 
the foregoing passage to apply with com- 
plete appropriateness to Hitler and his Nazi 
Germany, and shows that the way of dicta 
tors may be measured by common denomina~ 
tors. 

But the parallel between Napoleon and 
Hitler and their two systems is even clearer: 


Its first fundamental principle was to. bribe 
the poor against the rich, by proposiig 10 
transfer into new hands, on the delusive no- 
tion of equatity, and in breach of every prinel- 
ple’ of justice, the whole properly of the 
country. The ‘practical application of this 
Drineiple was to devote the whole of that 
property to indiscriminate plunder and to 
make it the foundation of ‘a revolutionary 
system of finance, productive in proportion to 
the misery and desolation which it ereated. It 
‘has been accompanied by an unwearied spirit 
of proselytism, diffusing itself over all the 
nations of the earth ; a spirit which can apply 
Itself to all cireumstances and situations...

Medi 
Vion in'a labour dispute frequently 
falls because it is offered too carly. 
‘A public authority must be particu- 
larly careful to avoid such a failure. 
‘The situation during the strike fre- 
quently changes from hour to hour. 
The issue of official statements may 
do much harm. ‘They can easily, 
through no fault of the maker of the 
statement, be too reassuring or too 
alarming.” They result in. 
prolongation of trouble. The

every change in the situation is

‘An official of the company. stated 
yesterday that a complete settlement 
‘of the dispute might be reached 
within the next fows days, since 
moro ond more strikers return dally 
to their work—less then half are out 
now—while it ig believed that Mr. 
‘Yu Yo-ching, who has been ap- 
proached by he strikers to mediate 
may bring about. the long-awaited 
resumption of complete service. 

Meanwhile, all but some fifteen 
P.W.D. coolles returned to work 
yesterday morning after being on 
strike for four days, No conditions| 
hhave been Iaid down by the workers 
who gradually returned to thelr! 
Jobs. No reason for the absence 
the ‘remaining strikers was give 
yesterday, but it was presumed tha’ 
they were unaware that the settle 
ment had been reached, 


P.W.D. Strike ‘Terminates 


Shanghai, Oct. 3. 

‘The strike of workers of the Pub- 
ie Works department of the Muni- 
cipal Council came to an end yester- 
ay with the return of the remaining 
casual workers and following in the 
heels of the settlement of the strikes 
fof operatives of the Tramway Com- 
pany and the China General Omnibus 
Company terminated one of the worst 
Iabour upheavals in’ the history” of 
the Settlement 

It way learned yesterday that many 
of the workers of the French ‘Tram- 
way Company were still absent, but 
the inconvenicnee caused to residents 
‘of the French Concession by the 
fuspension of tram and bus services 
has been. considerably relaxed. by 
the company. pressing into service & 
skeleton service which has beer, 
freatly auytmented by addition of a 
Bumber of more trams. 

OMcials of the Publie Works de- 
partment were completely nonplussed

French Tramways Unchanged 
‘Shanghai, Oct. 4. 

MM. J. Favret, manager of the 
French “Tramway Company, stated 
yesterday that there was no change, 
in the strike situation of his company 
despite reports that negotiations. had 
‘begun belwecen the company and the 
strikers and that an early settlement 
of the deadlock could be expected. M. 
Favret pointed out that it was im- 
possible to predict the course the 
Strike would take. 

‘The only major incident yesterday 
connected with the strike of the 
operatives of the French Tramway 
Company was the kidnapping of 2 
tram conductor by five men, two of 
‘whom were armed with pistols. "The 
vielim was abducted from his home 
at 222 Avenue Joffre. It is not known 
‘whether the abduction has any direct 
bearing on the strike. Tt was learned 
that the’ victim did not participate 
in the strike. 

Chinese reports yesterday persisted 
that the strike was nearing a conclu- 
ston and that negotiations had begun 
between the management and the 
strikers, but ‘these were entirely 
acking in confirmation. 


‘Transport Workers Still Out 
Shanghai, Oct. 5. 

With a few workers ' returning 
daily, the situation in the French 
tramway strike is gradually return- 
ing to normal, although an official ot 
the company stated yesterday that he 
could not say whether a sottlement 
would be reached in the near future. 
‘At the same time, he expressed hope 
that a complete’ service would be 
resumed s00n. 

‘The company, starting with a 
‘skeleton servies of some twelve 
trams a week and a half ago, now 
hhas 45 trams in operation, while the 
number of buses has. also ‘increased 
‘and there are twenty vehicles on the 
roads. Less than half of the workers! 
still ‘remain on strike, but thelr 
number is decreasing daily as more 
‘ond more return to thelr jobs. 

‘The strike, which is now ten days 
old, started on September 25 when 
‘the’ motormen and conductors, arriv- 
‘ing at the depot to report for their! 
work, were intimidated by a crowd 
‘of outside Chinese who threatencd 
immediate reprisals unless the work- 
‘ers obeyed thelr orders to quit work. 
‘A number of employees, however, 
traved the threats and returned the 
‘fame day, thus allowing the admin- 
{stration to put out a skeleton service | 
of twelve" vehicles. ‘These _ were| 
heavily guarded by Chinese constables| 
‘of the French Police, but several 
incidents, which resulted in arrest of 
‘some thirty strikers, took place in 
the first fow days. Several persons, 
Including one policeman, were injur- 
‘ed when strikers attacked trams. One 
‘of the attackers was wounded in the 
course of an attack and succumbed 
Toter. 

‘With incidents becoming every-day 
affairs, the French Police took strict- 
‘er precautions and Chinese con- 
stables were detalled to every tram 
stop to search all suspicious-looking 
Chinese entering the vehicles. That 
ut an end to the incidents and per-. 
‘mitted the management, with the 
return of more workers, to run a 
‘skeleton service of buses’ and to in- 
crease it gradually to twenty vehicles. 


Service Malved 


Shanghai, Oct. 6. 

‘The strike of the French Tramway 
Company entered its eleventh day 
yesterday with settlement just as. 
Femote as it was on the frst day when 
the workers walked out on their Jobs 
without presenting any demands to, 
the administration, An oficial of 
the company stated that he was 
tunable to say just’ when the end 
would come, since no negotiations 
between the strikers and the manage- 
ment had been arranged. 

‘Three more employees were 
rapped and in each case it was re 
ported that the erime hod been com- 
itled by armed men. It may be 
recalled that a few days ago-last 
‘Thursday—a tram conductor was car 

‘away from his home at 222 
‘Avenue Joffre by five men. The 
pred man, it was learned, i 
participate in the strike.

Chinese native goods manufacturers 
and expert merchants are now re- 
ported to be mecting in order to 
discuss the question of sending their

According to the “Sin Wan Pao,”

soon by the British Government. 

‘The tentative arrangement is to 
get in touch with British shipping 
‘ireles s0 that the numerous Chinese 
goods in Shanghai may rst be 
shipped to Hongkong for temporary 
storage and then to Burma, whence 
to Yunnan, 


Heavy Losses Suffered

Jewish Refugee Shot by 
Japanese Sentry

One of 
the bullets went astray and pierced 
the bus, wounding the “Jewish 
refugee, 

‘The shooting of the unfortunate 
passenger was confirmed by a_high 
official of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police who, however, was unable to 
say who the man was, Questioned 
about a report of tlie man’s death, 
‘the same official said that he was 
unaware of it, adding that he only 
Knew thot the refugee had been 
wounded by a stray bullet, fired Zrom 
fa Japanese entry's rifle.

in a letter addressed to you the other 
day by a Hany Hie writer. It is to 

wondered, why persons who fecl 
the same, and there are surcly many 
of the Kind, while ready to. attack 
the souree of burden would at the 
same time remain indifferent to a 
much greater source of burden already 
in work?

amusement I cannot possibly obtain 
one.

/i would like the authorities concerned 
fo state their attitude: whether they 
actually permit persons (without 
passes) in cars to proceed or whether 
they detain such persons found in 
non-possession of curfew passes, dur- 
ing the hours of curfew.

Only last week T'was roturn~ 
ing at 230 am, and as the ear slowed 
down at the approach of a barrier 
the chauffeur Hit the interior of the 
car $0 as to permit the police to 
serutinize its occupants, The car had 
hardly come toa complete stand- 
still before the chauffeur was motion- 
ed to move on. 

But this moming at 200 am. as! 
1 was returning with a lady and an- 
‘other’ man we were "stopped at 3 
barrier giving access to the Concession 
‘and were (old to produce our curfew 
passes, My friend, working in o 
newspaper office, had a pass but the 
Tady and I could produce no such 
thing. After two minutes of explano- 
tions on our part and statement and 
production of the rules of curfew 
‘on the part of the gendarme we were 
at last allowed to proceed after we 
hhad assured the latter that we were 
staying only a couple of blocks away. 

As it was very embarrassing to the 
lady to dwell on the probability of 
staying 3 hours at a police station 
‘and {0 me for being responsible for 
her end-up in a police station 7 
would like to know for the future 
where T stand as T would certainly 
make an effort towards — returning 
earlier in order not to submit any 
Hiady to such a situation,

To the Editor of the 
“Nomm-Cixa Dany New: 
Su—In his “Stray Notes" of 
September 10, written at Welhalwel 
‘appearing in your issue of 
October 2, Mr, E. S. Wilkinson de- 
‘scribes the reecipt of a matchbox con- 
taining a small creature, and accom- 
panied by a letter explaining that the 
‘reature was taken while waiting out 
side an ant’s nest where it had been 
‘seen to capture and eat several ants, 
‘The writer of the letter suggested 
that it might be a spider, and seemed 
to wonder whether it was an ant-lion, 
Mr. Wilkinson deseribes the creature 
as very much alive, of an ant-like ap- 
pearance, black in colour, with six 
legs and short mandibles very sultable 
for grabbing prey, ‘and measuring’ 
about three-sixteentbs of an inch in} 
Tength. "He describes its escape 
through the top of a cane table and 
ls subsequent discovery lowering 
HMself to the ground by a strand of| 
web, Ho further says that when it 
was tried out at an ants’ nest it ran 
away and disappeared in the grass 
remarks that it was nothing whatever 
to do with an ant-lion; that its 
‘dentifeation was ‘beyond ni: and| 














could ‘blige with an Kentieation of 
the ‘creature. 
Without laying any claim to being! 
9 wiser naturalist than Mr. Wilkinson, 
1 would like to offer the suggestion 
that the ereature discussed above 
was one of the ant-spiders as de- 
scribed by me in my “Nature Not-s.”

I had. read a. municipal 
notification in the papers that the 
pharmacy on night duty was the one 
T had passed first, but there a ttle 
boy whom T had ‘awakened told me 
that his father (the pharmacist’s pro- 
prietor) had gone to Tsingtao leaving 
ho one in his place and apparently 
making no report of his departure {0 
the police who would probably have 
appointed some other ‘pharmacy. for 
night duty, As a last hope, 1 turned 
to Route Cardinal Mereler and finally 
succeeded in rousing the proprietor 
of ‘the Pharmacie Européenne. | He

Nazis War Plan Fail 


London, Oct. 5. 

‘The successful phase in’ the War 
with Germany has just reached its 
fend. Germany has fought a campaign,

jn doubt that rhe failed to keep even 
hher revealed time-tables. She has, 
that Is to say, failed to accomplish 
What she set out to do: she has suf 
fered a defeat. - 

Reviewing the four months, since 
the evacuation of Dunkirk, “Strate 
fgleus" in the “Spectator” declares 
that whatever the magn of 
that immortal episode, it was the 
outcome of a British defeat, But 
that was four months ago.

Difficulties Facing Staff and Troops Told 


by Veteran of Last War 
Shanghai, Oct. §. 


ONDITIONS for the soldier in warfare in the Near East were 

described last night by Major F. R, Barry in a radio talk given 
over Station XCDN. Major Barry based his talk on experiences 
during the last war, when he fought in Eg; 
ing suffered the heavy bombardments which characterized the war 
in France, Major Barry announced that he believed they were 
preferable to some of the hardships of warfare in the Near East 


ypt and Palestine, Hav- 








thas been found, however, that 
‘mechanized army is, in itself, a prob- 
em, because of the mechanical stores 
‘and’ fuel whieh have to be transport 
‘ed, and it is of course necessary to 
provide large. ordnance workshops 
for repair purposes, : 

‘Then there is the fitness and wel- 
fave of the troops to be considered. 
In the desert, it is not possible to 
provide any sort of fresh food, and 
fone has te rely on the ordinary army 
ration of biscuits, cheese, possibly 
Jam, and tea.

‘Tho remaining 
BO per cent. were driven from the| 
fighting line by disease. Moreover, 
‘of the wounded many were render- 
a _permanently "incapable because 
their” wounds beeame infected, 

‘The Japanese saw that if disease 
could be prevented. and all wounds 
could receive immediate and thorough 
surgical care, the number of men 
constantly’ available for the firing 
Tine would be immensely increased. 
Japan therefore organized her Army 
Medical Corps on a new basis. She 
gave great powers to her medical 
‘flcerx and ‘demanded reat things. 
of them. She equipped her forces 
With men of seience, bacteriologists 
ond expert analysts ‘whose duty. it 
was to examine wells, report. upon 
drainage systems, select the sites for 
imps and diseover infected persons, 
‘and isolate them. 

‘As the result of these precautions 
token before the war broke out, she 
reduced! her casualties in the ‘most 
yemarkable manner. Her final re- 
gulls showed that instead of 0 per 
cent. of the number of men render- 
ed hors de combat being vielims of 
Gisease, only 20 percent. were so 
fifected, while of the wounded a 
much smaller number than usual 
suffered from blood poisoning and 
other similar conditions.

GALLANTRY OF R.A.F. 
By ©. M. Gree 


Can you beat the story from Norway of 
the German soldiers receiving mass training 
in the bagpipes? If it isn't true, it ought 
to be. One ean s0 clearly see them at i 
squeezing the sporrans and fingering the 
skeandhus, with the perspiration running 
down their foreheads, And then they are 
surprised because we say they have no sense 
of humour. 

‘Two curious stories reach me, both at first 
hand. In the one, an Englishman who has 
been ranching in’ Argentina for the past 
eight years arrived in London to join up. 
He says that since he Janded he has had 
nothing but surprises. The first was when 
the ship eame alongside at Liverpool in the 
usual way, Where he comes from in the 
Argentine it is believed that every British 
port has been wrecked by the Jerries and 
that passengers have to be landed by launch 
es from two or three miles out. ‘The next. 
surprise was the journey to London in a 
luxurious express. He had been led to 
suppose that our railways were almost as 
badly hurt as the ports. In London he was 
amazed at the comforts of his hotel, the 
profusion of foods, the display in the shops, 
the crowds of apparently care-free people 
in the streets, and in the City, the undisturb~ 
ed continuance of business. ‘The mental 
picture he had brought was of'panie-strieken| 
people cowering in shelters, living on iron 
rations and with all their business at a stand 
still, “My acquaintance certainly comes from 
a rather remote part of Argentina, But his} 
statement shows what German propaganda 
is doing in South America, and what our 
Ministry of Information is not doing. 

‘The second story comes from a man, a 
yood German scholar, who has been inter 
preting in a camp of German airmen pri- 
soners, He asked one of the more decent! 
of them (as you probably know, some of 
the young Nazi type are insufferable, others 
are quiet and well-behaved enough), “Why, 
do you do such beastly things, machine~ 
gunning women and children and so forth?’ 
‘The man answered, “We can't help ourselves. 
‘Those are our orders and we never know 
whom we have in the aeroplane. We never 
go up with the same crew twice. In this 
Inst raid of mine I didn’t know one of my 
companions. ‘There are Gestapo men all over 
four acrodromes and we have to do as we 
ave told.” 

Of the innumerable stories of captured 
German airmen going round here is the one| 
T lke best, It has been confirmed from | 
‘many sources that there is often a Gestapo 
man in a bomber to see that the crew be- 
have with the correct brutality. Some time 
ayo a launch putting out to pick up a rubber 
boat with three Germans in it, found them| 
with another in the water, whom they were 
beating on the head and’ trying to drown.’ 
He was a Gestapo man and they had got 
tived of him. It seems a pity that the launch 
erew had to stop them. 

‘This helps to explain the ascendaney which 
four airmen (touch wood!) have so far estab= 
Tished over the Germans. It would seem| 
impossible to work so delicate a machine as 
‘ah aeroplane with a erew who knew nothing 
of each other's ways. 

As for the gallantry of our sirmen no 
words ean express our admiration. ‘They 
seem o have proved fairly clearly that 
quality in the alr counts for far more than 
quantity, ‘The only anxiety one has is whe= 
ther {oo great a strain may be put on them, 
in view of their numerical inferiority. Yet 
we may believe that we do not lack sui 
cient numbers when we read in “Phe Times’ 
that the Auxiliary Squadron, composed of 
civilian volunteers who have done practically 
all their training at week-ends, has already 
‘over 200 enemy aireraft shot down to its 
credit, Plenty more of the same type, as. 
well as the professionals, are coming along.

fnew. In southern, England all the harvest 


is in now, the weather having been parti- 
cularly favourable; and in the north, where 
it is less advanced, most of the grain has 
been cut. The excellent work of the 
auxiliary firemen, with the wide distribution 
of stirrup pumps and other simple appliances 
has quickly cheeked fires before they could 
do any harm. 

‘The reports of the harvest from all quar- 
fers are splendid. Although no official figures 
are published careful inquiries by agricul- 
tural writers show that we have grown very 
much larger crops of cereals, potatocs and 
fodder crops than was hoped for even 
when the extra ground put into cultivation 
is allowed for. Wheat is expected to be up 
bby 1,000,000 tons. ‘This has been done with- 
‘ut sacrifice of livestock; in fact, the numbers 
of dairy cows and cattle have increased since 
the beginning of the war, when we already 
had more cattle in the country than ever 
before. Sheep, too, have been kept well 
up to the usual number. Considering that 
much of the new ground under grain or 
vegetables was held up by the abnormal 
winter from its fullest development, we may 
reasonably hope to do even better next year. 








T hope, by the way, that the cables have 
fully brought out the extremely careful check 
that is kept on reports of enemy acroplanes: 
brought down. None is claimed unless its 
destruction is proved by witnesses, added to 
which it is a definite point of honour with 
our airmen ever to claim to have downed 
a German unless they are positive of it. 
T have also some, first-hand evidence bearing 
out the accuracy of official statements of 
damage done by raiders.

mouth) a bomb dropped just in front of a 
train, whose driver cleverly managed to 
brake hard and thus escape damage, Also, 
in the Ditches, 9 poor quarter not far from 
the old docks, some houses were wrecked, 
‘This fits in with the oficial statement in all 
respects. We often get mad with the dry 
nature of the Government communiqués, but 
in the long run their careful understatement 
‘ust carry convietlon—even in the Argen- 
ine. 

My friend had experience at Southampton 
of the famous whistling bombs, three or four 
of which fell some 200 yards from the 
Anderson shelter in which he was, and he 
says that at first they have an alarming 
effect; the row they make is frightful and 
it is impossible to say where it comes from. 
But he says one soon gets used to them, 
though no one would pretend that it is 
pleasant to be bombed. But accounts from 
‘ll quarters agree that there are no signs of 
panic and that people put up with the in 
convenience of the raids quite tranquilly. 

It is surprising how quickly _people| 
adapt themselves. For the first few days 
the loss of sleep was felt. One of the 
news vendors, with true | cockney wit, 
wrote on his poster, “Good Yawning? 
But cither people are’ getting used to the 
hum of the aeroplanes and, taking a fatalistic 
view of the situation, sleep through it, or 
they make up the broken hours with snatches 
of sleep at odd moments. The vast majority 
do not look as if they were short of rest. 
In the “Daily Mail” Ward Price gives a care- 
ful account of Bristol, and his verdict is not 
only that the amount of damage is amazingly 
small and unimportant but the residents look 
very well and appear quite calm and com- 
posed, having long ago learnt how to arrange 
their lives to meet the new conditions. Ward! 
Price is an elderly and careful journalist, who 
need not be suspected of writing for’ pro 
paganda's sake.

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


Sept, 26,—We have two plants of the night- 
blooming Cereus, oF to give it its most up-to- 
date name, Selenteerens grandifiorus. ‘These 
plants have been a source of much interest to ws 
@uring the Summer: they each produced a few 
owers in July, 2 few in August and a quantity 
fon September 21 and 22. We counted 12 buds on 
fone plant last week, but. three of these got 
damayed and fell off: the remaining nine 
‘opened practically simultaneously on Sunday 
evening, the plant was outside in the pouring 
Fain but this did not affect the flowers, they just 
ignored it and the plant seen by electric light. 
‘was n gorgeous sight. We Kept a record of one 
of the flowers which opened on September 21, 
this reads ae follows:—715 pum, outer petals 
beginning. to unfold, 7.30, opening, %" inch 
wide, 740 pam. ower open %4. inch, 750 
Giameter of Mower, 1% inch, 8 p.m. Mower, 2 
Inches “across. 8.15, 3 Inches. across, 830 pm. 
flower fully open, 6% inches across. We did 
not see the lowers close, but they had closed, 
never to open again, at 4 am. on Sunday. It 
oes seem a pity” that such beautiful and fea- 
grant flowers should remain open for a few 
hours only, but who are we to eriticize the acts 
‘of nature, The moonflower is another noeturnal- 
Aowering plant which has been blooming mar- 
vellously well this year: we hear of plants 
which had over 40 flowers open at the same 
time. How true are those words of one of the 
poets (we forget which one) “Darkness shows 
Us worlds of light, We never see by day." There 
is another very fragrant flower open at the 
present time: this is an evergreen shrub how- 
ever and a great favourite amongst all classe 
Its often referred to by its Chinese name “Kuei 
hwa” and seldom as Osmanthus fragrans, ap it 
is known in the botanical world, ‘The “Kuel 
wa” ig a handsome shrub with attractive foliage 
and when in flower, its fragrance is delight(ul, 
We cannot refer to’ the plant without offering 
‘8 word of advice which may prevent disappoint 
‘ment, There are a few varieties on the market: 
fone ‘has practically entire or smooth-edged 
eaves, another has leaves serrated at the tips 
conly, while still another hag leaves ‘whieh ate 
very’ serrated or saw-like on the edges, ‘The 
first-named is the variety to buy,,these_shrubs 
produce flowers in abundance while the last 
ramed seldom produces more than a few, We 
have seen a few shrubs having serrated Teaves, 
‘bearing flowers ; but they are not comparable 
‘with the enormous quantities borne by the 
smooth Jeaved varlety—Walst, 

Sept. 29.—We have read somewhere that one 
of the first “Big Bosses” to come to Shanghas 
had previously ‘been connected with the East 
India Company. Ho way a surgcon on a sailing 
ship, and a medical man in those days._must 
have had an extensive knowledge of herbs and 
thelr medicinal properties. One of his successors 
Dullt the first railway in China, which ran for 
' few miles into the country. Later, the same 
firm ‘brought a touch of Loneashire into the 
city, but, as far as we know, the clogs and 
‘shawls Were not introduced. Since those days, 
‘much water has passed down the. Soochow 
Greok: it is perhaps dirtier now tian It was 
in the “good old days” but we can still call It 
water. although some people may disagree with 
us, We were reminded of that frst "Big: Boss” 
when we were enjoying a walk around a large 
garden on the south side of Hungjao Road to- 
Gay. We know that the garden did not exist 
Jn his days, nor did it exist for many years 
‘atter he had shaken the dust of Shanghai from 
his heels; but the knowledge of plant life that 
he must have had has been passed down to the 
present day "Big Boss” of tho firm. We saw 
many plants that we had last scen in the “old 
country" and many beautiful colour schemes 
formed by the arrangement of trees which one 
docs not meet with everywhere. Tt is much 
‘more diMeuit to plant trees for colour effect 
than to arrange a colour scheme in a flower 
border. We saw a batch of cotton growing in 
fone part of the garden, probably this had been 
planted to keep the ground under cultivation ; 
But, in our imagination, we saw a link with 
those first factories introduced long years ago. 
We also saw a fine collection of Borberis and 
‘we admit that a pang of jealousy shot through 
us when we saw’ the colicetion but we were 
somewhat comforted by the thought that a “Big 
Bose” of a rival firm would have been still more 
‘envious had he seen the plants, As we proceed 
ed along the drive some eryptomeria trees at 
{tracted our. attention, ‘This ornamental over 
areen is handsome ixeo despite its faults and 
fone of those we saw Was partially hiding a 
beautiful: large maple: we ‘are glad that we 
have not to decide which of the two to re- 
iain, Ag the drive entered the earriage turn on 
the east side of the house we noticed a magni 
Acent Paulownia tree. This native of Central

{8 fost, it was, then in flower: flower buds are 
forming at. present and these, on terminal 
panteles, look quite attractive against a back- 
round of catalpa-like foliage. If the Winter is 
fot too severe, the buds will survive and the 
tree will be a gorgeous sight when in flower 
next Spring.

‘When the Germans invaded Luxem- 
burg the Grand Duchess and her 
family slipped out just in time, She 
had been advised to follow the 
French Minister. Ho was held up and 
taken by the enemy, but the Grand 
Duchess's inconspicuous black car 
managed to yet past the Germans 
without being noticed, She went to 
France and thence, when Marshal 
Pétain surrendered, to Portugal. 
Brom there she has flown to London.
